LONDON, Aug. 18.—The Suez 

anal conference was asked to- 

day to agree on an outline of a 


plan for an international sys- | 


tem for the waterway.

The suggestion for such an 
agreement made by Selwyn 
Lloyd, Foreign Secre- 
tary and. chairman of the con- 
ference. He galled on the con- 
ference of nations to declare 
itself “in favor of certain prin- 
ciples,” and. he expressed the 
hope that it would do so unani- 
mously. 

The conference has met to 
consider the problem raised by 
the nationalization of the Suez 
Canal Co. on July 26 by Presi- 
dent Gamal Abdel Nasser of 
Egypt. 

Although Lloyd spoke only of 
a statement of principles, as did 
the Soviet Foreign Minister 
Dmitri T. Shepilov yesterday, it 
was explained that he referred 
to Dulles’s plan, which went 
beyond principles and suggest- 
ed forms of authority for the 
canal. 

To Submit Resolution. 

Dulles has now’ prepared a 
draft resolution to be submit- 
ted to the conference Monday. 
It is based upon his speech 
Thursday. It contends the canal 
must be taken opt of palitios, 
that the sovereignty of Egypt 
must be respected, that Egypt 
shall receive revenue from the 
canal and that the national- 
ized company shall be compen- 
sated from the canal’s

An average temperature of 85 
degrees Friday night made that 
the warmest night here since 
July 27-28 last year, The lowest 
temperature during the period 
was 83 at 4 a.m. yesterday. 


COUNTRY SWEPT 
BY WEAK WAVE 
OF RADIOACTIVITY 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 18 (AP) 
—A weak wave of radioactivity 
has moved across the United 
States in the last week, the Pub- 
lic Health Service disclosed to- 
day. 


Henry Rechen, senior sanitary 
engineer for the service, said 
“it may have been the slow- 
moving tail of the nuclear tests 
in the Pacific last month.” 

He said there also was a 

“very slight chance” it might 
have been caused by secret Rus- 
sian nuclear tests in Siberia or 
elsewhere, or natural causes 
may be involved. 
| He added that the fallout is 
“infinitestimal” and there is | 
“no danger to health.” He said 
the “normal” radioactivity is so 
low that an increase of several 
times in its intensity is not dan- 
gerous. 

There have been reports of 
the presence in the air, near 


the normal amount of radioac- 
tivity during the last 10 days, 
Rechen said. The activity was 
reported in Denver last week- 
end and lIster in Indianapolis. 
Still later it was detected near 
Washington, D.C

. Farmers Must Act by 
- Oct. 15—How Pay- 
ments Are Figured. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 18 (UP) 
Secretary of Agriculture Ezra 
T. Benson said today farmers 
who cut crop. production 
through the conservation re- 
serve section of the soil bank 
in 1956 must sign contracts by 
Oct. 15. 


Farmers who wait until 1957 
to participate must sign by 
March 15. 

The conservation reserve is 
designed to encourage the shift 
of 20,000,000 to 25,000,000 acres 
of productive crop land into 
grass, trees, or water storage. 
The long-range, or permanent, 
part of the soil bank, it pro- 
vides for cost-sharing assistance 
to farmers in making such 
shifts and for annual payments 
on the land put under the pro- 
gram. 

How Payments Are Set.

IF THERE are advantages in having thus 
been seasoned by a bitter intra-party 
struggle, Stevenson is going to need them 
in the larger contest just ahead. His first 
task must be to bring at least a semblance 
of working harmony among the factions 


that have struggled for dominance in 


Chicago. This in itself will not be easy. 
Southerners, northerners, Trumanites 
and anti-Trumanites, wayward conserv- 
atives such as Frank Lausche of Ohio 
and New Dealers of the ardent persu- 
asion of the United Aute Workers’ 
Walter Reuther, all these and an almost 
infinite variety of other divergent per- 
sonalities and opinions must for the 
purposes of the campaign be reconefied. 

Then the challenger stands up to the 
champ, a national hero who during four 
years in the White House has sought to 
convince the American people that he is 
above the political battle, a friend to all 
without partisan rancor. His wide popu- 
larity in the country reflects his success 
in this effort to make himself pater fami- 
lias—a comfortable symbol of assurance— 
to all Americans. 

The very fact that Mr. Eisenhower 
will campaign as President gives him a 
long head start. The Republican party has 
a huge war chest contributed by the af- 
fluent who have always, in sun and in 
shower, supplied cash to the Grand Old 
Party. In contrast the Democrats wil! have 
to scrape thé bottom of the barrel to get 
enough money to pay for television, a 
campaign train and all the rest of the 
costly apparatus of a presidential contest. 
The Republicans will trade heavily on the 
fact that by every index prosperity, with 
the exception of agriculture and some 
spots in industry, continues at a record: 
level. 

But because he has had to fight se 
hard for the nomination Stevenson is 
today a stronger candidate, tougher, 
more resourceful and resilient. This is 
not to say that he has fundamentally 
changed since the qualities that en- 
deared him to so many and that all- 
enated many others—his deep intellec- 
tual concerns, his integrity, his intro- 
spection, his lofty view of public office 
and public trust, his sometimes impu- 
dent humor—are still the essence of the 
man. 

He showed the change when he came 
forward immédiately after his nomina- 
tion to make a brief statement to the 
convention that scored several political 
points. Stevenson emphasized the impor- 
tance of the vice presidency and in 60 
doing he put renewed stress on Vice 
President Nixon and the controversy that 
has centered around him.

Magruder, for example ‘American 
Government, page 448), The 
open primary has one serious cde- 
fect. It makes it possible for an un- 
scrupulous boss of a party in which 
there is a ‘cinch-election’ primary to 
direct some of his dishonest (sic) 
follewers to vote the other party 
ticket in order to elect a weak op- 
posing candidate, and thus insure 
victory for the boss.” 

We should not lose sight of the 
essential purpose of the primary. 

The primary election was invented 
as a substitute for the party conven- 
tion type of nomination, which was 
thought to be too easily controlled 
by the bosses. It was designed to 
provide a broader nominating base 
for the party itself. It is really two 
separate party elections held at the 
same time, in lieu of conventions. 

If we are not to disclose which 
primary election we are voting in, 
consistency should require that dele- 
gates to our national conventions not 
tell which convention they are going 
to attend!

The grunt, man’s opening word and possibly still his best, can 
mean much or nothing; diplomacy’s language 1s really gruntese: 
one English sentence contains words from 29 other languages; 
Milton wrote with only 9000 words, Shakespeare about 17,500.

The first inflected grunt was an 
event more stupendous than the up- 
heavals of the Pyrenees, the Alps, the 
Himalayas and the Rockies all put to- 
gether, for it was the beginning of 
that marvelously complex thing called 
language. 

The way we usually put it is that 
the caveman’s grunt “developed” into 
language. We might prefer to think of 
it, considering the manifest vagaries of 
present-day speech, as a backsliding. 
Man began to com- 
plicate his life with 
language before he 
had really given 
the grunt a fair 
trial. 

The nuances of 
inflecting a grunt 
are so subtle and 
s0 misleading that 
the hearer can take 
comfort in the im- 
pression that his 
request has been 
heard and is under 
favorable consider- 
ation, while the 
emitter of the grunt 
can take equal satisfaction in having 
silenced his annoyer by creating the 
illusion he may grant the request, 
whereas he intends to do nothing about 
it. The language of diplomacy is our 
chief example of almost pure gruntese. 

We who aspire to be writers can find 
much to think about in the ever-chang- 
ing quality of our world, for as events 
flow past us they affect the nature of 
our world, they modify us as creatures 
in our world, and they mold the lan- 
guage in which we write about our 
world. This continuous change is good, 
because it freshens up the material. 


English has been called a “hospit- 
able” language, and it is. English is an 
attic, with all sorts of ancient and in- 
teresting dust-covered things lying 
about, stowed away in old trunks and 
hanging from the rafters. 


Here is a sentence, and quite a sen- 
tence it is, that demonstrates the ka- 
leidoscopic character of our remarkable 
language. I first heard it quoted by 
Doctor Robert L. Ramsey of the Mis- 
souri University Department of English. 

“The ugly thing loafed at a damask 
covered table in the cafe of a cheap 
saloon, eating goulash and macaroni 
washed down by copious draughts from 
the whiskey-jug, while a haggard, half- 
caste brunette, evidently a slave of the 
brandy bottle, sat opposite, in a lemon- 
colored silk kimono worn over her tur- 
quoise basque, with a crimson shawl 
across the back of her chair, eating hom- 
iny and drinking sugared chocolate out 
of a china tea cup, and outside the 
shanty his car, driven by a piratical

Negro chauffeur, held a cargo of smug- 
gied alcohol, as he made maudlin ef- 
forts, checked by his intoxicated condi- 
tion, to decipher on the paper margin 
of his tobacco-stained menu card, the 
notation of the dollars which his plun- 
der would bring him.” 

The languages represented in that 
sentence are Danish, Hindustani, Ger- 
man, Syriac, French, Latin, Arabic, 
Magyar, Italian, Gothic, Hebrew, Portu- 
guese, Slavonic, Chinese, Persian, Japa- 
nese, Greek, Turkish, Basque, Sanskrit, 
Irish, North American Indian, Mexican 
Indian, Ancient Gallic, Spanish, Dutch, 
Egyptian, Haiti Indian. And of course, 
English. 

Sometimes fairly ancient strata bulge 
up through the layers of language on 
top of them, like geologic faults. A\l- 
though the Anglo Saxon language was 
suppressed by William the Conqueror, 
certain four-letter words from it con- 
tinue in lively, though, secret, use to- 
day. They are examples of words that 
have become the unfortunate objects 
of popular prejudice. 

The noted semanticist, Samuel I. Ha- 
yakawa, has gone so far as to say that 
no word ever has precisely the same 
meaning twice, that each time it is 
uttered or written its meaning takes 
on subtle overtones and colorations 
that are imparted by circumstances 
unique to that moment and by the 
personal background of the person 
using the word. 

That being the case, we may as well 
face the inescapable development of 
the same idea—that a word uttered by 
one person and received by another 
undergoes certain modifications when 
it departs from the mind of A and pene- 
trates the mind of B. To each of us. 
life is a unique experience. It is the 
similarities of our experiences with 
those of other people that make it pos- 
sible for us to use words in common 
with one another, with the dictionary as 
referee when commonly accepted mean- 
ings are in doubt. 

We have to remember that words 
that have special meaning for today’s 
reader may bemuse the reader of only 
five years from now, to say nothing of 
the next generation. We who are ad- 
dressing ourselves to the ages have to 
keep this in mind. 

As we grope, now and then, for the

HE story of Captain Slo- 

cum is the story of a man 

who loved the sea and 
was in rebellion against the 
world which preferred steam- 
ships to sail. At a time when 
steam had become the last 
word in power stubborn Yan- 
kee skipper Joshua Slocum 
vowed he would never set 
foot in a steam-driven vessel 
and would prove sailing ships 


to be just as reliable, if not 
more s0. 


To prove it he rebuilt an 
old 13-ton oyster sloop, called 
it the Spray, and in April 
1895 set out from Boston 
alone on a trip around the 
world, which he completed in 
June 1898. 


It was, of course, an as- 
tounding feat. All by himself 
he weathered the storms of 
the Atlantic, the fierce cur- 
rents of the Magellan Strait, 
the reefs of the Pacific. Peo- 
ple were incredulous and de- 
clared the trip must be a fake. 


All his life Slocum was a 
disappointed man for whom 
nothing seemed to go right. 
The world took only passing 
interest in his astonishing 
feat. He wrote a book about 
it, “Sailing Alone Around the 
World,” which went through 
a number of printings and 
became a classic. Yet it was 
not a financial success. 

He lived the rest of his 
life in lonely solitude, sailing 
hither and thither alone with- 
out definite aim. He faced 
a world that had apparently 
cast him out and he could 
not understand why. 

In 1909, when 65 years old, 
he left on his last trip, from 
which he never returned. No 
one knows to this day how he 
perished, or where.

Telling of the potentialities 
of the union in its specialized 
fields, Knight said last night 
that although an existing hourly 
wage average of $2.63 in re- 
fineries, pipe lines and field 
workers was the “highest in 
mass industry,” the oil industry 
could double that wage in five 
years at its present rate of 
development. 

“Profits have risen so rapid- 
ly in the oil industry during 
the past six years,” Knight 
said, “that if wages had risen 
equally the oil refinery worker 
would be making $5-an-hour 
now. Comparable figures, vary- 
ing from branch to branch, 
could be cited for the chemi- 
cal industry.” 

Cites Productivity. 

Knight attributed prosperity 
of the industry primarily to 
improved productivity, ex- 
panded markets and more ef- 
ficient equipment. Steady de- 
velopment of automation in 
some areas, he said, has cut 
over-all labor costs and has at 
the same time established 
necessity for workers with more 
skills. 

One of the objectives of the 
union, Knight said, is to bring 
about bargaining on a com- 
pany-wide basis and eventu- 
ally on an industry-wide basis. 
At present it is necessary to 
negotiate “50 or 60” contracts 
at different plants of the same 
company, he said. 

Knight conceded that a large 
number of industries are un- 
organized or contained “com- 
pany unions,” but added that

Selected with Palumbo is Gil 
Archuleta of Albuquerque, N.M., 
who will also coach the squad. 

Pete Is Brissie’s Choice.

It was National Junior Base- 
ball Commissioner Lou Brissie 
who recommended Palumbo for 
the honor. Pete made his initial 
impression on Brissie at the na- 
tional finals at Yakima, Wash., 
in 1954. There the Maplewood 
team drew unusual praise for its 
conduct both on and off the 
field. and Palumbo was given a 
share of the credit. A picture of 
the Maplewood players congrat- 
ulating the San Diego team im- 
mediately after the Californians 
had defeated them was used on 
the cover of the Legion's base- 
ball handbook the following 
year. 

Pete is a former Legion play- 
er himself, having spent three 
years as shortstop with a Chica- 
go post while attending Austin 
High there.

He was a 130-pound 
quarterback on the 1935 team 
that included future All-Amer- 
ica Bill DeCorrevont at half- 
back and Pete had scholarship 
offers from both Illinois and 
Tennessee until he suffered a 
broken leg in his final high 
school game. 

Illinois State Normal College 
was Palumbo’'s choice then. He 
played football and baseball, 
and was captain and shortstop 
of the latter as a senior. While 
serving as a physical education 
instructor at Army Air Corps 
bases during World War II, 
Pete met and married Pat 
Hughes, a St. Louis girl.

Pete's first teaching position 
was at Wellston High in the 
spring of 1946.

HIS is a syccess story about 

a man named Dominic Gia- 

coma who, back in 1936, 
went to the bank and borrowed 
$600 to buy a bus. That was 
20 years ago. 

Today Giacoma would have 
to tote up the figures on an 
adding machine before telling 
you how many busses he owns. 
They cover the streets of 16 
cities and towns in Missouri, 
Illinois and several Southern 
states, and his assets are listed 
at approximately $4,000,000. 

With that one bus Giacoma 
started what he called the “Bee 
Line Transit Co.” It covered 
12 miles between Georgetown 
and Danville, Ill, passing 
through his home town of West- 
ville. His gross revenue for the 
first year was $19,263, and his 
net income was $1080. Last 
year his gross income was $5,- 
114,628, and his net income was 
more than $250,000. 

The American, Transit Corp., 
which is what the one-bus Bee 
Line Co. has grown into in the 
short space of two decades, 
now operates transit bus service 
in Hammond, Ind., Danville and 
LaSalle-Peru, Ill., Paducah, Ky., 
Joplin and Cape Girardeau, Mo., 
Tuscaloosa, Ala., Pensacola, Fla., 
parts of New Orleans, and in 
Texarkana, Austin, Waco and 
Port Arthur, Tex. In addition 
the company operates the air- 
port bus transportation services 
in St. Louis, Dayton and Colum- 
bus, O., and the Gray Line

DeMayo landed on the staff 
of a four-star general and 
wound up a major.

They moved their offices 
to St. Louis, with a small head- 
quarters at Fifteenth and Lo- 
cust streets.

ROM then on expansion was 

rapid. Over the next six 

years they took over opera- 
tions in Pensacola, Fla. and 
Sheffield, Ala. Then Port Ar- 
thur, Tex., and part of New Or- 
leans, followed by Tuscaloosa, 
Ala., Joplin, Mo., Hammond, 
Ind., and Paducah, Ky. Finally 
to Austin, Waco and Texarkana, 
Tex. 

Some of the places had been 
without service after transit 
lines failed, others had bus 
service but the owners were in 
distress and wanted to sell out. 
Which brings up the question, 
in these days when nearly all 
transit lines are caught in a 
circle of rising costs and low- 
ered revenue, how Giacoma 

and his associates could go in 
and operate at a profit.

And like the forests, as we stated in a 
recent column, the water 
resources of our state can 
be shared by everybody. 
Each one of us may enjoy 
their beauty and use them 
for recreation; just as we 
use them for agriculture 
and industry and for our 
domestic needs. Nearly all 
of these streams rise deep 
in the timbered hills and 
are fed by a myriad of 
springs, large and small, 
which depend on forest 
run-off for much of their 
water supply. Whether the 
streams have a full, steady 
flow to furnish a reliable

a forest resource. 


a good environment for 
fish and aquatic life—or 
whether they are subject 
to alternating periods of 
damaging flood and ex- 
cessively low water—depends largely on our management 
of the forest lands. And by management is meant the pre- 
vention of forest fires, regulation of livestock grazing and 
selective cutting so that there ig always a good cover of 
vegetation on the hills and plenty of young growing timber. 

Since springs are a primary source of water for our 
streams and since few states in the nation can match our 
Ozark springs for number, size and beauty, they are well 
worth our attention and interest. Especially in April and 
May when the wildflowers blossom in profusion—and now 
as late summer merges into autumn—few outdoor experi- 
ences in Missouri are more rewarding than a trip through 
the country of the big springs. Many of the most spec- 
tacular and beautiful are readily accessible by good roads 
and highways; several have been acquired as state parks, 
so that there are excellent facilities for visitors; and com- i 
fortable accommodations for the traveler are available close 
by most of the others. A good many are privately owned, 


but public access to these is seldom barred. Three of the 
big springs—Montauk, Bennett and Roaring River—provide 
most of Missouri's trout fishing water, although there are 
a half-dozen others which are stocked with rainbow trout 
on a co-operative basis and provide some good angling in } 
season. 

x * * 

We've heard many theories ag to the water 
source of the big Ozark springs, some people even 
wondering whether the water may not come from 
such far-away places as the Rockies or the Great 
Lakes. Actually the explanation is much simpler 
than this. The underlying geologic structure of 
this region consists of successive layers of lime- 
stone, much of it rich in magnesium and containing 
gravelly chert and sandstone at various horizons. 
The limestone layers have been cracked and faulted 
during the various upheavals which formed the 
Ozark highland, se that rainfall seeping downward 
through the soil has a tendency te find these faults. 
This water alse picks up enough organic matter in 
its downward journey to form mild acids that 
slowly dissolve the limestone. Thus through count- 
less centuries a vast series of underground caverns 
and rivers has been created and these find their 
way out at the surface either through pressure or 
when «a surface stream or river, cutting ever down- 
ward in its bed, crosses the course of one of these 
subterranean streams. 
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@ IN ORDER to really enjoy the springs, one should 
_ have from three days to a week to spend in the Ozark coun- 
try. Thereafter he is almost certain to go back whenever 
the opportunity arises, taking along his binoculars and bird 
guide, botany book, fishing tackle and a good supply of 
color film. An interesting trip might be to start out from 
St. Louis down Highway 21, headed for Current river which 
is the heart of the big spring country. The first of the 
large springs along this route is Reed Spring just outside

Centerville on the west fork of Black river. 
with a flow of about 5,000,000 gallons a day, drops down

a case with 16,000,000 plaintiffs, the 

young people of this country could 
sue their elders for defamation of char- 
acter. What hag been done in the last 
10 years amounts to that. The adoles- 
cent generation of America has been 
stigmatized as unruly and dangerous, a 
group predisposed to delinquency. 
Many people know this is outright 
calumny; yet the popular impression, 
aided by misleading headlines, persists. 

Teen-agers today are different in 
many respects from young people of 
the past. They do not fit into the 
place in society. once reserved for ado- 
escents. Adults often feel that they 
are too wise for their years, that they 
demand privileges too early in life. 
But this is a reflection of their vigor 
and ambition, and of our chenaing 
times; it does not mean that they are 
parent-haters or potential criminals. 

The facts, as evidenced in recent 
surveys, show an entirely different 
picture of Ameriean youth. To begin 
with, 95 per cent our teen-agers 
are not delinquent. This vast majority 
has never been before the police, even 
for such a minor offense as breaking 
a window. We know, too, that the 
average teen-ager is seriously ¢con- 
cerned with doing well in school. A

T HE alarming statistics we read 


about delinquency are often badly 

misleading. Police Commissioner 
Stephen P. Kennedy of New York 
City points cut that boys and girls 
are more carefully watched by the 
police than formerly, hence mischie- 
vous and destructive acts — always 
common among children—are now 
more likely to be recorded. 

In my home state of Minnesota a 
newspaper reported that in the three 
summer months of 1955 juvenile-de- 
linquency offenses totaled 4478. This 
figure looked disturbing. But in Min- 
nesota there is a Yo Conservation 
Commission to which most communi- 
ties report every violation committed 
by a youngster. Mild traffic offenses 
and even warn from the police are

cy. But the statistics built up by this 

geod work suggest an increase in bad 
havior that is simply not true. 

An article by Dorothy Barclay in 
the New York Times Magazine tells 
of a high school class which was study- 
ing the juvenile-delinquency problem. 
As a preliminary, the students were 
asked to write anonymous themes on 
the worst deed they had ever com- 
mitted. They conscientiously reported 
entering empty houses, taking family 
cars without permission, stealing 
“Quiet” signs, and so on. The teacher 
was shocked. But any experienced 
priest who had listened te the confes- 
sions of two generations, or any adult 
looking backward without illusion, 
could have told him that these chil- 
dren were no worse than their fathers 
and mothers were at that age; 30 

ears ago such offenses were ignored 

use “boys are boys.” 

Government at all levels is keeping 
a close tab on juvenile delinquency, 
and the figures are widely r d. 
But these are not the largest figures 
concerning youth on Government rec- 
ords. The United States Department 
of Agriculture, for example, lists over 
2,000,000 farm boys and girls who are 


bringing credit and profit to them- 
selves as members of the 4-H Clubs. 
While eerenng Sarming skills and initi- 
ative, 4-H Club members also contrib- 
ute to the national economy. In the 
last year on record they raised food, 
fiber and feed crops on 904,000 acres 
and cared for 1,325,000 head of live- 
stock. They have set such a good ex- 
ample that the 4-H organization has 
been copied in more than 50 other 
countries. 


The study of adolescent boys made 
by the University of Michigan shows 
why 4-H Clubs are so successful. Boys 
14 to 16 years old were asked, “What 
things that you do, at home or else- 
where, make you feel important?” 
More than two ds answered, “Adult 
responsibility or doing adult chores.” 
The 4-H Clubs provide an opportunity 
to gain that feeling of usefulness and 
importance. 

oung people in cities have the 
same desire to share adult responsi- 
bility. Some 40,000 belong to Junior 
Achievement, which trains groups be- 
tween the ages of 15 and 19 in the 
practical methods and problems of 
American capitalism by having them 
organize and operate small manufac- 
turing or service companies of their 
own, Add the millions of Girl Scouts 


and Boy Scouts, the 400,000 members 
of the Boys’ Clubs, the millions who 
belon constructive youth 


organizations. We can certainly say 
that these teen-agers are law-abiding 
and diligent. 

Almost 7,000,000 young people were 
enrolled in Protestant Sunday schools 
in 1954. Churches lean heavily on 
youth for enthusiasm and new blood. 
Teen-agers serve as altar boys, sing in 
choirs, ald in charity and welfare ac- 
tivities. The large number of youn 
people flocking to church camps an 
meetings to learn about and discuss 
their faiths indicates that the next

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HEN teen-agers are permitted

In a town near Philadelphia imag- 
inative youngsters started a project 
that has collected an astonishing sum 
of money for the United Nations Chil- 
dren’s Fund. On Halloween boys and 
girls rang doorbells as for some- 
thing “for all the world’s children” in- 
stead of for themselves. The first year 
they collected about $100. The idea 
spread to other communities, and last 
year $500,000 was collected for the 
Children’s Fund.

VERYWHERE our towns have 
benefitted in greater or lesser de- 
ee from the eivie-mindedness of 
their children. In Oshkosh, Wis., the 
Youth Council made a survey of the 
parking problem in the town and 
saved the taxpayers an estimated 
$20,000. In San Antonio members of 
three Boys’ Clubs made hundreds of 
trash receptacles from one- and five- 
gallon cans, painted them and put 
them in parks, school grounds and on 
street corners. 

Adults often forget how much they 
depend on teen-agers for services 
which demand reliability. In many 
cities adolescent boys take care of 
their paper routes. Thousands of con- 
scientious high school girls are inval- 
uable baby-sitters, keeping small chil- 
dren safe and happy. 

The willingness af girls and boys 
to work is a rebuttal of any accusa- 
tion of decadence. Today, more oe 
ever before, boys and girls want j 
even if they don’t need to work. Bus 
fares, movies, school supplies, athletic 

uipment have all gone up in price. 

e@ average youngster does not want 
to bleed his parents and is éager to 
earn. Despite the restrictions ef child- 
labor laws, American boys and girls, 
with allowances and part-time jobs, 
now have an annual purchasing power 
of four billion dollars! 

All these activities provide hearten- 
ing evidence of the character and ca- 
pacity of our young people. Clesriy. a 
small minority of teen-agers has 
smeared the reputation of their gen- 
eration. The 95 per cent of boys and 
girls in the United States who are 
behaving well, taking their schooling 
seriously and earning money on the 
side should not be blamed for the de- 
linquents. They should get the eredit 
and admiration they deserve for their 
achievements and ideals. 

Every inquiry shows that teen-agers 
are not asking to have it soft. 
are asking for training, for responsi- 
bility. They do not want to be set off 
by themselves with a fence labeled 
“Teen-Agers Only” around them. 
America will be a better and stronger 
country as teen-agers share more of 
our adult life.

ADM. GEORGE J. DU- 
R, FEK told today how 150 

Navy Seabees plus a few 
scientists and Air Force men, 
poised on the edge of the Ant- 
arctic continent will help un- 
lock some of the earth's last 
mysteries, including whether 
the South Pole rests on land or 
water. 


Now living in 24-hour dark- 
ness and in temperatures that 
recently dipped to 61 below zero 
at Little America V and to 48 
below at McMurdo Sound, the 
ever-busy Navy construction 
workers are tending 1000 tons 
of supplies and equipment de- 
posited with them late last year. 


In mid-October, at the first 
crack in the fierce Antarctic 
winter, they will leave their 
shore bases by plane or tractor 
to begin the herculean task of 
building modern accommoda- 
tions for 15 scientists at the 
Pole itself and for 25 more in 
Marie Byrd Land. 

When the vast stretches of 
fringe ice now surrounding Ant- 
arctica begin to break up and 
the first ships preceded by ice- 
breakers reach McMurdo Sound 
in late December, the Seabees 
will have largely completed 
their work. 


“That’s the reason they were 
‘wintering over,” Dufek ex- 
plained in an interview. “By the 
time we can get there on the 
second phase of ‘Operation 
Deepfreeze,’ the Seabees will 
have done two and one-half 
months’ work. 


“You might say the construc- 
tion season in the Antarctic is 
four to five months if you are 
already there, but only two 
months if you have to come in 
from the outside.” 


* * 


UFEK added: “And for my 

money, any man who goes 

through the ‘wintering over’ 
in the Antarctic deserves two 
things—a medal and exemption 
from the income tax.” 


No one has proposed the ex- 
emption to Congress, however, 
and it looks as though the In- 
ternal Revenue Service next 
year will realize its first sub- 
stantial collections from South 
Polar residents who otherwise 
might have banked most of 
their pay. 

Dufek, 53-year-old native of 
Rockford, IlL, and veteran of 
previous Arctic and Antarctic 
expeditions, is the task force 
commander for “Operation 
Deepfreeze.” Adm. Richard E. 
Byrd, on a pales level, is “of- 
ficer-in-charge.” 

The eritire operation 1s 
geared to the needs of the In- 
ternational Geophysical Year, 
beginning July 1, 1957, which is 
a periodic effort begun in 1882 
and supported by world scien- 
tific organizations to ferret 
knowledge from the ends of the 
earth.

“Neither of them had any 
seismographic equipment,” Du- 
fek said, referring to a device 
which determines the character 
of underlying strata by measur- 
ing the speed of sound echoes. 

The Admiral, who believes 
that the Antarctic may turn out 
to have great economic impor- 
tance, said, “Now we are bring- 
ing modern instruments and 
methods to the South Pole,” and 
“the seismograph is just one of 
the means by which we can add 
to our knowledge.” 

The great Antarctic continent, 
only a third of which has ever 
been seen from the air, is the 
last remaining place on earth 
where major geographical dis- 
coveries can be considered com- 
monplace.

The “wintering over” parties 
live in boxcar-type huts and 
buildings put together from 
eight-by-four-foot panels thick- 
ly insulated with fiberglass, 
which have become standard 
equipment in both the Arctic 
and Antarctic, and from which 
the new bases also will be built. 


Although they get no mail, 
they can keep in close touch 
with their families back home, 
thanks largely to activities of 
“ham” radio operators across 
the United States.

This work is part of inten- 
sive studies aimed at better 
understanding of earthquakes, 
carried out at the seismology 
laboratory of the California In- 
stitute of Technology. | 

Dr. Hugo Benioff developed 
the special strain gauges, mod- 
ified from an original one he 
installed years ago in the rock | 
in the basement of the labora- | 
tory. | 
How They Work. | 

The gauges work this way: 

Two metal pipes or piers are 
thrust into solid rock, 60 to 100 | 
feet apart. A tube of fused 


quartz is attached firmly to one | | 
suspended | © 


pier and extends, 
from supports, so that it al- 
most touches the opposite pier. | 

Any earth motions that 
squeeze or stretch the mass of 
rock make the rod move closer 
or farther away from the op- 
posite pier. Electronic devices 
measure this motion and record 
it automatically. 

Strain gauges can measure 
movements caused by great 
quakes occurring on the op- 
posite side of the world. They 
can also measure the distortion 
of the earth’s crust produced 
by the gravitational pull of the | 
sun and moon. This pull makes 
the earth beneath you rise 
nearly a foot every 12 hours. 

The special strain gauges in 
the mountains are designed to 
measure the slow, long-term 
build-up of rock strains .that 
can suddenly be released to pro- 
duce earthquakes. 

Fused quartz is used for the 
tubes to avoid expansion or 
contraction from even slight 
temperature changes deep with- 
in the tunnels. 

Two More Planned. 


A network of such gauges | 


might be set up in California 
to measure the build-up of 
strains, Dr. Benioff said. Two 
more are planned, as part of 
the International Geophysical 
Year, in the Andes near San- 
tiago, and in Peru. Like Call- 
fornia, those are also big earth- 
quake areas. 


Detecting the accumulation | 


of strains is only one step. 
Seismologists must also know, 
from long case-history studies 
of earthquakes and susceptible 
areas, how much strain must be 
built up before rock slippages 
actually occur. Then they might 
be able to predict earthquakes. 
Getting all this knowledge may 
take many decades. 

This kind of intesive study 
of an earthquake area is under 
way in Southern California. Six- 


teen strategically located seis- | 


mograph stations automatically 
are taking continuous records 
of quakes, and each week the 
records are analyzed here. 
Great Quake Expected. 
From the past history, experts 
expect another great quake 
coming along the immense San 
Andreas fault running along 
much of the coast of California. 
This fault spawned the tre- 
mendous Southern California 
quake of 1857, and a slippage 


farther north brought on the | 
San Francisco earthquake of | 


Masses of rock on each side | 
of this fault apparently are 
moving past each other at about | 


two inches a year. As strains 
build up, there is a sudden. 
grinding slide, and a great 


quake occurs about once in a 
century. Some rocks on the 


west side of the fault now 
match rocks 25 miles farther 


south on the east side. 


There are no signs that re- 
eent quakes have relieved any

Bermuda Sod 
Is Stripped, 


By ELEANOR B. McCLURE 
Post-Dispatch Garden Writer. 
August always brings a flock 
about the “hot 


weedy lawns, home owners be- 
gin to wonder if U-3 Bermuda 
may be the 
answer to the crab grass prob- 


| lem. 


It is true that both Bermuda 
and zoysia grasses grow so vig- 
orously that they evenually | 


crowd out crab grass and broad- | 
\leaved weeds. These “summer” 


grasses are heat-and-drouth re- 
sistant, and they thrive in the 
poorest clay soils. 

Zoysia and bermuda grasses 


summer months.

| Stolens of zoysia grass must be 
planted and nursed with care 
| for a number of weeks. Even 
|when plugs are set out, this 
| grass grows slowly, and will 
| take at least two or three years 
to make a reasonably good cov- 
ering. 

The most economical way to 
obtain a zoysia lawn is to plant 
one area intensively, so that it 
can be used as a small nursery. 
After two or three years plugs 
can be taken from this grass, so 
that other areas can be planted. 

It is much easier (and less 
expensive) to have a Bermuda 
grass lawn. Although seed- 
grown strains are not as de- 
sirable as U-3 Bermuda, they 
will make a quick covering for 
an open, sunny area. 

Bermuda stolens take hold so 
rapidly that they can be scat- 
tered on top of the ground, and 
need just a light top dressing 
of soil. They'll grow faster, of 
course, if given a moderate 
amount of care. 

Growth Starts Quickly. 

For example, Bermuda stolens 
were planted in mid-June in a 
large open lawn area at the 
| home of Alvin Perlmutter, on 
| Westwood Country Club 


grass was growing so fast that 
the young Bermuda plants were 
concealed. The entire 
area was then sprayed with a 
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sodded with the Bermuda, it | 
was fertilized and watered. The | 
“scalped” Bermuda was also fed | 
and watered. These roots are 


so sturdy that a feathering of 
green blades soon appeared. In 
just a few weeks the entire area 
will have a new thick carpeting 
of Bermuda grass. 

This rampant growth can, in- 
deed, be one of the disadvan-. 
tages in having a Bermuda grass 
lawn. When planted in small, 
cut-up areas, it can be a real 
pest, since it quickly invades 
flower beds, creeps over walks, 
and even pushed up through an 
asphalt drive. As one expert 
put it, “Bermuda grass can 
practically lift your house from 
its foundations'” 

For this reason it is cheering 
news to learn that growth- 
retarding “hormone” sprays may | 
be used to restrain too | 
tious areas of Bermuda.

Old Courthouse 
Restores Its 
Famous Wimars 


Paintings by St. Louis Frontier 
Artist Regain Original Brilliance 


East lunette depicts landing of Laclede at site of St. 
Louis in 1763. Like many paintings of the period, it 
is somber in tone. The panels, concave and elliptical, 


are six feet high in center, 18 feet wide at base and 
are 65 feet above the main floor. They are illuminated 
by newly installed fluorescent lights. 


Newly restored murals in rotunda and dome of Old Court- 
house, as seen from first floor in view directly upward.

ADED, GRIME-COVERED and largely forgotten, the notable Wimar 
murals in the Old Courthouse rotunda have been restored to their 
original brilliance. Painted in 1862 by the famous St. Louis frontier 
artist, the four lunettes—so-called because of their crescent-like 
are expected to be the chief attractions of the historic renovated . 
The Courthouse, started in 1839 and completed in its present fo:m in 1862, 
is under supervision of the National Park Service as part of St. Louis’ 
riverfront Jefferson National on Memorial. 

e murals, which depict cal scenes, are painted directly on 
the plaster in elliptical coves between the third and fourth balconies. 
They are Wimar's last work, the artist having died of tuberculosis in 
November, 1862, before completing the fourth lunette. It was finished by 
his half-brother, August Becker, who had helped him with the others. 
Court records show that Becker, who frequently acted as Wimar's agent, 
received $2935 for the four paintings. 

A painstaking, year-long job, restoration of the Courthouse murals 
involved cleaning, reattaching flaking t, replacing peeled-off spots 
and crumbling plaster, and some r g. The work was done under 
direction of Walter Nitkiewicz, a National Park Service specialist. 

The project marked the fourth restoration of the Wimars, but previous 
efforts were neither so extensive nor so y done. Becker retouched 
them in 1888; they were cleaned and ed up by a Washington Uni- 
versity art professor in 1905, and in 1921 a commercial decorator started 
to repaint them, but he was nbs gr by outraged art lovers. 

Wimar, who was christened Charles but preferred the name Cazl, 
Se net .ocin eer See In 1643, when 15 years 
old, he came to St. from his native Germany with his mother. He 
died at the age of 34, is buried in Bellefontaine cemetery.

ROM EXTINCTION IN 1915, beavers in Missouri 
have come back some forty or fifty thousand 
strong. The return of the dam-builders was started 

in 1928. Two pairs of beavers were brought from 
Minnesota by the Fish and Game Department and 
releaséd near the Meramec River at Indian State 
Park in Dent County. Now their descendants build 
dams, fell trees and raise their young in all but four 
of Missouri's 114 counties. The beavers are not 
encouraged in southeast counties where their dams 
stop up drainage ditches, upsetting water control 
systems, but elsewhere their dams are generally wel- 
comed as water conservation aids. 

The unusual photos on this page of beavers at 
work in the St. Louis area were made during several 
nights vigil at their dam site near Robertsville, on 
the farm of George A. Stuhlmann. Beavers are also 
to be found in St. Louis County only 20 miles from 
downtown St. Louis. 

Beavers, with their watery way of life, have little 
trouble eluding natural predatory enemies, and dis- 
ease among the Missouri colonies is rare. They are, 
however, push-overs for man-made traps. This led to 
their downfall when the West was being settled, but 
in more recent years has helped the Conservation 
Commission to spread them throughout the state. It 
began live-trapping beavers from well-established 
colonies and moving them to suitable streams for 
release in 1939. 

As their population increased, the beavers emi- 
gtated of their own accord. Depletion of food sup- 

es near home streams causes them to explore new

Stones Recovered From Adige River 
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In its retreat of 1945, the German army demolished 
most of the Ponte di Pietra which had crossed the 
Adige River at Verona, Italy. Only a single graceful 
span of the medieval bridge was left standing.

Do you wonder at times if you’re doing a good job 
as a parent? 

Today, mothers and fathers are deluged with 

_ advice on how to raise children — and how to 
handle the urgent and often complicated 
problems that arise in parent-child relationships. 

Despite the bombardment, most parents doa . 
good, conscientious job, says Dr. William W. 
Wattenberg, Wayne State University (Detroit) 
psychologist and child-behavior authority. 

Most parents balance instinct and common 
sense with “book methods” in rearing youngsters, 

_ he points out. 

On the opposite page, PARADE offers a quiz 
especially prepared by Dr. Wattenberg for parents. 
It is designed to test your practical judgment 
_in 15 situations frequently encountered in

Parents should not be reduced to argu- 
ment with teenagers over such trivial 
matters. os allowances and “what'll | 
wear?” 

It’s wrong to compare notes with friends 
ard neighbors concerning ways of deal- 
ing with children. 

if you have two or more children close 
together in age, it’s good to treat them 
alike. 

A rule is a rule; stick to it. 

Threats and punishments should always 
be carried ovt. 

Never punish a child when you are 


angry. 
Never “bribe” a child into taking food 
or medicine — even if he needs it. 


THE ANSWERS 


1 As a rule, children will not be “injured” emo- 
tionally if they witness mild arguments once in a 
while concerning everyday domestic problems. The 
answer to the first question is No. 

Some parents save their arguments until the chil- 
dren are in bed. Often, this produces uneasiness in 
parent and child, the latter usually sensing that 
something is wrong. 

it's healthy for youngsters to learn that at times 
family members have to argue for what they feel 
is right — and that they have to live with the emo- 
tions of people they love. 


2° The answer again: No. Division of opinion and 
temperament among parents is healthy. The lenient 
parent often compensates for the strictness of the 
other. Of course, neither mother or father should 
be “typed” as the villain — nor as the child's res- 
cuer. Children also learn how to “manage” relation- 
ships with their parents through such differences. 


3 Most parents do give top priority to their chil- 
dren’s feelings—— but occasionally they clamp 
down, and they are right. The answer again: No. 
When parents are tired or preoccupied, they often 
do not let their children impose on them. This is 
part of the healthy spontaneity of parent-child 
relationships. 

If you are tired —- or even.if you want to use the 
car or look at a certain TV show — it is no sin to 
say so to your youngster. 


4 Most mothers do leave young children with 
neighbors once in a while. This represents a brief 
vacation from home for both parent and child. 
And more frequently than not, it is healthy for 
both of them. The child gains security and social 
breadth by playing with other youngsters and by 
learning to get along with other adults. 

As a child gains satisfaction from mingling with 
more and more people, the less intense is the anxiety 
of any single relationship. Answer to the question: 


8 [nstinctively, the attitude of parents-is to de- 
fend the child — without knowing the facts. This 
attitude is correct. The answer? No, 

Such matters are best handled in roughly this 
sequence; The parent at once defends his child, 
then seeks, the facts later. In private — and with- 
out trying to soften the issue — the parent should 
take necessary action. If the child must be disci- 
plined, he is more willing to accept it from a parent 
who has first expressed trust and confidence in him. 
Parents who do not trust their children are likely to 
have children who justify their suspicions. 


9 The average parent does not want to seem old- 
fashioned or be considered a “square.” But he may 
argue with his teenagers over minor matters — 
and he has every right to do so. (Thus, your an- 
swer should be No.) . 

Arguing over such matters provides safe resist- 
ance to youngsters at a time when they may be 
seeking too great a degree of independence. 


10 Wrong again. Parents make up their minds on 
most matters of child rearing. But at times they 
seek .advice and a neighborhood consensus may 
furnish it. : 

Often, it is easy to enforce a reasonable rule if 
all the neighbors go along with you. 


1t Most parents make distinctions. They offer 
some special treatment to each child. And they 
are wise to do so. Differential treatment gives each 
child a, feeling of importance and individuality. 
(Answer to the question: No.) 


12 No, you needn't stick to it. Making rules flexi- 
ble conveys to a child the feeling that his parents 
are fair and reasonable. Also, elastic rules make 
for less wear and tear on parents. 


13 The average parent makes unrealistic threats 
—and later may relent. (The answer is No.) 
Punishing a child after such threats is plainly cruel. 
By occasionally pardoning a wrongful act, parents 

But retnember: if you feel justified in punishing 
a child, do it immediately following the punishable 


Now!

More Americans participate in bowling’ than 
in any other sport, except swimming. Mil- 
lions love the game, yet when I told a bowler 
recently that it gives me a bigger kick than 
pitching in the big leagues, he told me I must 
be kidding. 

I was telling the truth. 

Now, I'm as wild about baseball as any- 
body. I'm happy and proud to be a player. | 
work for a wonderful club, the Chicago White 
Sox, and play with a terrific bunch of men, 
a team I believe is going to win the 1956 pen- 
nant in the American League. And last but 
far from least, | get paid a handsome salary 
to pitch fast balls every fifth day. 

But for pure enjoyment, give me bowling. 
For one thing, I play pretty well, averaging 
around 180 [ which is only about 30 pins be- 
low the average score of the nation’s cham- 
pion bowlers — ED.). But secondly — and 
more important — baseball is a game only to 
the fans; to the men who play it, it’s a job 
— a hard, serious job. 

A lot of fans find this difficult to believe. 
When I weigh myself after finishing a full 
nine-inning game, I find that I've lost about 
six or seven pounds, maybe even eight. And 
that’s a good chunk of weight to shed — even 
though | gain it back in a few days —- for a 
fellow who normally weighs only about 170. 

But after bowling the same amiount of 


happens to a player is a blistered thumb. 

2) Baseball is a team sport. When a pitcher 
“wins” a game, it's not his victory alone by 
far; the win belongs to every man in the 
line-up. In individual bowling, however, it's 
you— and you alone — against the other 
guy or girl. To me, winning on your own like 
that gives you more satisfaction. 

3) Every major leaguer must face up to 
the fact that one day he’s going to be washed 
up, no longer able to compete in even the 
lowest minor league. But I've seen bowlers 
in their seventies slamming down pins with 
all the ease and skill of teenagers. In bowling, 
apparently, you're never washed up — and 
knowing that will make a sport more enjoy- 


able. 


4) There’s no need for a bowler to be in 
real good condition. But in baseball we spend 
eight weeks each spring grinding ourselves 
into shape. You run till your muscles ache, 
do exercises till the sweat rolls down in rivu- 
lets. Sure, you also have to train for bowling 
— but you train by bowling, and that's fun 
when a pitcher trains, there’s little pitching 
and much more grinding work.

5) I've pitched when the temperature was 
near 40° and when it was over 110° on the 
playing fields. I've pitched during windstorms, 
heavy drizzles and in chilling fogs. But when 
I'm bowling — indoors, of course — I'm 
warm when a biizzard’s howling outside, 
cool, when a heat wave is scorching the 
streets. Being comfortable while you're com-
